tThe Survey.) 
For four ye irs. New Jfcrk has had a 
steadily gi •wing colony of Caatiiian- 
* peaking Oriental Jews. 
The major 
part of them *poak a Spanish dialect 
known as laidino, but use Hebrew 
characters in writng. 
Knowing no 
English they have lived in Isolate® 
th* largest group between Erne® Riv­ 
ing®® Chry site and Canal streets. 
In 1492 or thereabouts persecution 
drove from the shores of Spain th* 
Jewish merchants and 
scholars 
to 
whom the nation owed not a tittle at 
lls development. They were welcomed 
by the Mohammedans and settled both 
In European Turkey and on the Asiat­ 
ic coast. 
Most of the setttomrats iff 
refugees 
preserved 
their 
CaltilUan 
speech, and the Lddlno dialect which 
they use today is only slightly mixed 
with Greek or Bulgarian or Turkish 
or Arabic words. 
The spanish Jews preserved their 
standing as merchant® artisans or 
even small semi-professionals, in some 
towns notably Stotonic® they came tv 
form the bulk of the population. They 
were seldom persecuted and never 
tank to the level of the native pts sen 
try. 
Though materially comfortable. 
their intellectual development, stag­ 
nated. under Turkish discouragement 
of education, until the Young Turk 
movement of a few years ago. Ambi­ 
tion and a desire to see the world stim­ 
ulated an Oriental Jewish migration 
which is largely responsible for their 
presence In New York city. It to al­ 
most the only Jewtsh migration to 
America that was not due to poverty 
or persecution. 
The Spanish Jews 
chose America as their place of pil­ 
grimage, in the face of the fact that 
the Spanish government had recently 
sent representative* to Turkey for Urn 
purpose of inducing them to return to 
Spa!® 
In phyacial equipment these' people 
ere superior to the Rums urn Jew; they 
lave strong, handnome physiques. The 
men have drifted to day labor rather 
than to the unwholesome* wS>rk of the 
garment trade*. The girls alone are in 
these trades; It la aah!. Indeed, thai 
they have usurped the Whole of tile 
east aide kimono work from the Rus­ 
sians.

Feasant Quarters Ara Inadequate and 
There Is Necessity to Improve. 
Many Spectators. 


No more will the police court of 
the city he conducted in an oHer­ 
eto wded room. At the city commission 
meeting yesterday Mayor Mac key was 
authorised to have the Blue Room of ! 
the city hail fitted out as quarters for 
recorder’s court. 
Judge Joe Wren and City Attorney 
John Maxwell presented the question 
to the commission. Judge Wren caid' 
“The present room in which court Is 
held is totally inadequate. We haven't 
sufficient room to keep the prisoners 
waiting trial, we haven't room for a 
Juri box. for the spectators, nor for 
the proper conduct of the court. 
The 
crowded condition makes It impossible 
to conduct the court as it should be, 
and some arrangem ent for more apace 
Is necessary.’’ 
Mayor Mackay said: “W hat we need 
is a new city hail, It is about time 
the people realise the present build­ 
ing its totally inadequate to the needs 
of the city government. I started the 
agitation some time ago, but as ayme 
of the commissioners were retiring at 
the time and we really needed tnt* 
money for other purposes, the m at­ 
ter was dropped. We had just as welt 
get ready to meet requirements, how­ 
ever, and keep pace with the march 
of progress. 
We must have a tem ­ 
porary arrangem ent for 
the 
court, 
however, and I suggest the blue room 
be fitted up.” 
Folio* Court la Theatre. 
Commissioner Littlefield said: "Con­ 
ditions ore different here from any 
place I ever witnessed. We have a j 
crowd of people who consider police 
court as a kind of theatre, to attend 
each morning.” 
City Attorney Maxwell said: “Often 
we summon ladles in police court as 
witnesses. We can’t get them to come 
at present because of the condition of 
the room. Also we need a room 
In 
which consultation can be held, a Jury 
room and a Jury box." 
It was also brought out In course 
of discussion that the present cala­ 
boose was inadequate. 
Judge Wren 
said that often on Sunday he vim s 
down and accepted pleas of guilty to 
release prisoners in order to 
nake 
room for more.” 
The question of a suitable place to 
keep the boys

It is proposed 
to plat e a railing to separate the court 
from the spectators, to construct a 
jury room, a consultation room and a 
Jury box. 
Also a stairway leading di­ 
rect from the calaboose will he erect­ 
ed so the prisoners can be brought 
into court without using the main 
stairway.
